JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20.—Members 
of the General Assembly are thorough- 
ly alarmed over. the smallpox epidemic 
now prevalent in Jefferson City. As told 
exclusively in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, 
the disease has spread rapidly during 
the past few days, and there are now 
probably 52 persons, including Repre- 
sentative John Barker of Macon County, 

afflicted with the contagion. 
Frightened at the progress of the dis- 
ease, 4 score of legislators left for their 
homes today. Telegrams from tne WiVes 
and families of the meiabers have been 
pouring into Jefferson City since the 
first news of the epidemic appeared in 
yesterday 8 Post-Dispatch. ‘he appar- 
ent inability. of the local authorities to 
cope with the situation has created a 
widespread demand for interference on 
the part of the State Board of eHalth. 
This feeling wus further emphasizea 
this morning, when Senator McAliister 
of Monroe County introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was ‘adopted: 
“Whereas, an epidemic of smallpox is prev- 
ulent iu the city of Jefferson and thé authori- 
ties Of said city have apparently failed to 
effectively contro! gaid epidemic and prevent

It is 
feared that if the State Board of 
Health takeg charge Jefferson City may 

quarantined and thus cut off from 
the outside world. 

There was a report today that the 
Missouri Pacific through trains would 
not be stopped at this point until all 
danger from the contagion was re- 
moved, but this could not be verified.

Congressman McKinley Tells 
Business Men of Promised 
Improvements.

Congressman W, B. McKinley, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Electric Traction 
Co., which is seeking a franchise in St. 
Louis, spoke in support of the measure 
to members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Wednesday noon. H. J. Hamlin, gen- 
eral counsel of the system; R. C. Ker- 
ens und Congressman H. M. Coudrey 
also made short’ addresses in behalf of 
the bill now pending in the Municipal 
Asseimnbly. 

Reference to the McKinley syndi- 
cate’s intention to haul freight and pas- 
sengers over its bridge at St. Louis 
free of an “‘arbitrary‘' charge were 
applauded heartily by members of. the 
Merchants’ Exchange. 

Edward E. Scharff, vice-president of 
the exchange, introduced the speakers. 
He said that the entrance of the sys- 
tem into St. Louis would be a great 
benefit to the community and the en- 
tire section of which St. Louis is the 
commercial capital. 

“If the members of the Merchants’ 
Exchange can arouse any sentiment in 
favor of.a fair franchise for this-com- 
pany thev should do so,” said Mr. 
Scharff. “‘We want all the facilities of 
transportation possible.”’ 

St. Louis End Necessary. 

Mr. McKinley's’ address was. brief. 
the State of

Louis. Our company has ulready in 
operation 400 miles ef railway. . We 
have a charter for a bridge across the 
Mississippi River and twenty-four acres 
of ground on which to locate terminals 
in the north side of the city. Now we 
desire a franchise that will permit ws 
to operate cars to the commercial dis- 
tricts—to Cupples Station and the 
wholesale centers. 

“We expect to carry passengers and 
light express—meaning packages of 300 
pounds and less—to and from our ter- 
minus in North St. Louis. We expect 
to give the merchants and manufac- 
turers a service that will mean the de- 
livery of goods skipped over our lines 
in the afternoon to points as far as 
Decatur, Dl... the next day. 

We intend to haul paSsengers at rates 
one-half lower than those charged by 
steam roads and express: at freight 
rates. To do this we shall require a 
franchise. We are willing to comply 
with fair and reasonable conditions, and 
we want the business men of the city

,to be*the judges of those conditions.’’ 


Mr, Hamlin, former Attorney General 
of Illinois, caused a demonstration by 
saying that the railroads had hindered 
the advancement of St. Louis. 

‘For many years,’ he said, “I have 
been attorney for several railroads and 
I know that if anything has retarded 
the growth of St. Louis it has heen 
the railroads and their ‘arbitraries.’ 
There will be no ‘arbitrary’ on the Mc- 
Kinley syndicate’s bidge. ‘We shall 
spread the cost of operating our lines 
over the entire mileage, and absorb.the 
cost of the bridge and the terminals in 
St. Louis. We are carrying passengers 
at i% cents a mile and express at freight 
rates. 

“On the & acres of ground which we 
have bought in North St. Louis we in- 
tend to have yards in which to handle 
coal and we shall haul every ton of it 
without an ‘arbitrary.’ We don't want 
to be held up, but we are ready to 
guarantee strict adherence to the con- 
ditions of our franchise. The city has 
the right to impose conditions, and we 
belleve they will be fair. The members 
of the Merchants’ Exchange ought to 
be among the arbiters of what its just 
on both sides of the bargaltin.”’

C. Porter Johnson,.attorney for the 
McKinley syndicate, said Wednesday 
that the company is willing to include 
in the pending bill all these stipulations 
and to guarantee their observarice by a 
penal bond of $100,000. 

The departures from the route out- 
lined in the bill have not been determ- 
ined by members of the Council’s special 
committee, but it is hinted .that the ob- 
jections raised by owners of property 
along Ninth street, from Farrar to 
Branch street. will be the subject of 
some compromise. To learn the wishes 
and complaints of these opponents of 
the bill, the special committee has 
promised a public hearing in the course 
of a weck.

It provides that whenever the Prest- 
dent shall be satisfied that passports 
issued by any foreign government fo Its 
citizens to go to any country, other than 
the ‘United States, are being used for 
the holders for the purpose of enabling 
them to come to the United States to 
the detriment of labor conditions, the 
President may refuse to permit such 
citizens to enter the country.

It 
was also deemed unwise by many to 
give the President such unprecedented 
authority.

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AN EXCISE BILL 
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Law for State Commissioner 
Would Not Erect Machine, 
Folk Says.

Folk today sent tothe House a messare 
urging the passage of the bill establish- 
ing a State Excise Commissioner. The 
messige was in anticipation of the de- 
bate on the measure, which began 
afternoon in the House. The Governor 
denies in his message the possibility. of 
a political machine being built up by a 
governor, The. message, in part, is: 
“It has been claimed that a State 
cise’ Commissioner might create a 
chine for the Governor. Nearly two- 
thirds of the saloons “of the State are 
in the three large cities, under control 
at present of the Governor's appointees. 
No one can truthfully Say that the Ex- 
clase Commissioner of St. Louis has anv 
machine or that*the Governor has used 
his power cither in this regard. or as 
to the police and election commissione rs, 
to advance his political fortunes. 
“Under the proposed excise law it 
would be impossibie for the Excise Com- 
missioner to build a machine, for the 
county courts have power to put a 
dramshop keeper out of business at any 
time for violations of the law without 
the consent of the Excise Commissioner, 
su that the Commissioner could not al- 
low a man to continue as a dramshop 
keeper for political purposes without the 
consent of the County Court of the 
county in which the dramshop is locat- 
ed. The County Court alone can allow a 
dramshop keeper to go into business. 
Eltehr the courts can put him out of 
business by revoking his county license, 
or the Excise Commissioner can, after 
trial, revoke his State license. Each is a 
check on the other and neither can form 
A machine without the collusion of the 
otner,.

About One-Man Power. 
“Objection has: been made that the 
Excise Commissioner would be a one- 
man power. Such™power as-he has is 
for the enforcement of the law. Every 
official is to an extent a one-man pow- 
er. The. Excise Ccommissioner's power, 
exvept in cities of 100,000 inhabitants and 
over, where the excise power is already 
in the hands of the State, is limited by 
and.to be used in conjunction with the 
County Court. 

“But if a one-man power were needed 
to correct lawlessness, would it not be 
better to have one-man power to enforce 
the law than to tolerate the saloon pow- 
er to violate the law with impunity” 
Those who ‘view with alarm’ official 
power to enforce the law do not seem 
to be at all disturbed about the unlim- 
ited power of the dramshop keepers to 
“disobey the laws of the State. 

“Inder the proposed excise law 
the utmost that abuse of power on 
*he part of the Excise Commissioner 
could accomplish would be to de- 
prive some county of a bar. This at 
most would not he a great calamity. 

“This measure would not interfere 
with local self-covernment, for man- 
ifestly where there is local govern- 
ment the Excise Commissioner would 
not be called upon. There is a dif- 
ference between local government 
and local non-government. as there 
is between local enforcement and lo- 
eal non-enforcement of the law. Lo- 
cal anarchy Is not local government. 

“The saloon business at best is not 
g00d nor elevating: at its worst it is 
the most vicious of public enemies. 
While all of those engw#ged in the busi- 
ness are not lawless by any means, 
there is more lawlessness in this bust- 
ness than any other or all others. The 
lawless liquor sellers do not have any 
resnect for the law or authority: they 
resent interference and resort to 
siander, villification and sometimes even 
cownrdly assassination of those who 
oppose their lawlessness. 1 believe they 
should be compelled to do business ac- 
cording to Inw or not allowed to do 

usiness at all. If it takes much power 

Bome official to compel the lawless 

Nor sellers to obey the law, it is be- 
Cause their insolent disregard and de- 
fiance of law render such power neces- 
fSary to preserve the authority of the 
State. Individual citizens should not be 
compelled to risk ruin of business or 
loss Of life in enforcing. Jaws against 
this business when they elect legislators 
whe should confer sufficient power on 
some officials to maintain law and or- 
der. ;

The interview bears directly upon the 
new situation to be brought about In 
St. Louis by the entrance into the local 
vaudeville field of the Oppenheimer 
Brothers. now building the American 
Theater at Seventh and Market streets, 
the Oppenheimers having allied them- 
selves with the new Klaw.& Erlanger- 
Stair & Havlin-Morris forces. Mr. Sol. 
N. Oppenheimer, president of the St. 
Louis concern, said Wednesday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

How New Situation Developed. 

“It has always been understood that 
a sort of working agreement between 
the consolidated Orpheum and Western 
and the Keith & Proctor organization 
has been in effect, but the real point 
as it seems to appear from the nego- 
tiations now on the boards in New

Tuesday night, for another 
il'ustration. Take the Wednesday Club 
Art Section, the largest sectional body 
of that very large club. And I un- 
ihesitatingly affirm that it is to this 
last that the now promising present of 
are in St. Louis is in fullest measure 
due. These women have accomplished 
wonders. Thev have hammered away 
on one nail, with the loan of pictures 
to high schools, with art talks by well 
known and interesting lecturers, when- 

















jever there was a chance to bring one 


here from another city, or whenever 
soce local man or -woman -artist had 
anything of import to say; and with the 
expenditure of time and money, and 
the clever use of their experienced wits. 
And it must give the Wednesday Club 
Art Section a mighty feeling of elation 
when they consider the fact that not 
only are they prophets* with honor in 
thelr own country, but that other climes 
and clubs clamor for their cultured 
views. Mrs. Everett Pattison goes on 
Saturday to Chicago—it sounds most too 
good to be true, doesn’t it?—to talk art 
to some assemblage of clybs. And Nie- 
haus, the famous sculptor, who did the

SHOW YOUR APPRECIATION, 

EN need a word of encouragement now and then just as much as 

M they need food. For as food is to the body, so is encouragement 

to the mind and heart. A worker who is discouraged is not half a 

man. And even the most liberal compensation cannot take the place of a 

word of appreciation and encouragement given in the right spirit at the 
right time. : 

“That is a good job, Henry,” said a business man to his clerk, who had 
just finished ruling a book for him. And the young man threw himself into 
his work with renewed energy and interest. The man never knew how much 
that slight word of approval meant to the clerk, nor how much it added to 
his enthusiasm. 

Men and women crave the assurance that their work is meeting with 
satisfaction. To withhold that assurance when it is due is not merely poor 
business policy but is also an injustice. Part-of the compensation of every 
worker is the satisfaction of knowing that he gs accomplishing sqmething, 
and to withhold that satisfaction is often more grievous than to hold back 
money duly earned.

IN HIAWATHA’S DEFENSE. 
H1S is also the birth month of the poet Long- 
T fellow, and they are celebrating tt in England 
_at the expense of our old friend Mia watha. 
Prof. Grecnhill particularly amuses himself trying té 
determine how far Hiawatha could sheot and how 
fast he qpuld run. The poet says: 


“Strong of arm was Hiawatha: 

He could shoot ten arrows upward 
And the tenth had le& the bow-string 
Ere the first to earth had fallen 
Swift of foot was Hiawatha: 

He could shoot an arrow from him 
And run forward with such swiftness 
That the arrow fell behind him.” 

Says Grenhill: 

“Neglecting the resistance of the air and granting 
that Hiawatha could shoot one arrow a second, the 
solution is as follows: 

“The time of flight of the arrows shot upward 
must have been nine seconds. ‘Therefore the velocity 
with which they were shot, being ¢qual to the time 
multiplied into half the value of the constant of 
gravity, was 144 feet a second, 

“New, in shooting an arrow from him Miawatha. 
to obtain the furthest flight, would let fly at an 
angle of 45 degrees, and by a simple trigonometrical 

















calculation we therefore arrive at the fact that the 
horizontal velocity of the arrow would be rather 
less than 144 feet a second, and would, in fact, be 10% 
feet a second, or 70 miles an hour. Hiawatha would, 
therefore, have to run faster than this. Could he 

do it. on a sprint? 

“Again having recourse to calculation, we find that 
an arrow shot at 144 feet a second would fly +216 
yards, or nearly a furlong. Hiawatha would run 
that distance in about seven seconds, so that he 
would be able to give the present holder of the 
record some 145 yards start.”’ 

Prof. Greenhill] might better have compared Hia- 
watha’s speed with that of the hotfooting Scot, Mal- 
com Graeme, in “The Lady of the Lake.” Scott: 
Says of this wind-header and hitter of high places: 

“Vain was the bound of dark-brown doe 
When Malcom bent his sounding bow, 
And scarce that doe, though winged with fear, 
Outstripped in speed the mountaineef."’ 
Seton estimates that a deer runs slightly slower 


jthan a horse, or at the rate of about 37 miles an 


hour. But a deer “‘winged with fear,’ and knowing 
Malccm to be coming, would, of course, double that 
and go about 75 miles an hour. This would be just 
about enough to keep it out of the hands of the swift — 
mountaineer, which would polish him off at about 70 
miles an hour, or the same speed attributed by 
Greenhill to Hiawatha. We are not doubting that 
Malcom could do this; but if he could do it, so could 
Hiawatha. We have yet to discover anything of this 
scrt they can do over there that we can’t do over 
here. 

Moreover, is it at all likely that an Indian, and 
a foxy Indian Hike Hiawatha, would fire his arrow 
at an angle of 45 degrees?
